5. Polidor discloses frame means for supporting a plurality of light emitting diodes 
the frame means including a substantially rigid mounting template for providing a 
substantially fixed hollow volume, means for mounting each diode of the plurality of 
diodes within the hollow volume of the frame means and simultaneously for positioning 
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the plurality of diodes wherein each discrete diode is individually oriented to emit a light 
beam directly directed to a predetermined illumination area and circuit board means 
structurally associated with the frame means for transmitting and controlling electrical 
voltage to the plurality of light emitting diodes (14, figs 1 ,2)
